FRANCE ARRANGES TO GET 
$114,000,000 FROM LONDON 


Accord Between Treasury at Paris 
and Bank of England 
Signed. 

By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, April 28.—A loan of £30,- 


000,000 ($114,000,000) for the French 
Treasury from a group of English 
banks was announced tonight by 
Finance Minister Georges Bonnet, 
“The French Treasury,” the an- 
nouncement said, “has concluded an 
operation under the terms of which 
it has contracted from a group of 
English banks a loan of £30,000,000 
for six months at 2% per cent.” 
The Finance Ministry said the 
loan carried the possibility of re- 
payment at the end of three months 
and forbade negotiation of securi- 
ties given to the banks by the 
Treasury. The Bank of France also 
aranteed the loan. 
The Ministry explained that the 
loan was made in England because 
the French market is unable at 
present to absorb a bond issue. En- 
glish banks, the spokesman said, of- 
fered the loan six months ago.

After sentence, Mrs. Clark had 
until 3 p. m. Monday to report at 
the jail. When she failed to ar- 
rive a bench warrant was issued for 
her arrest, but Federal Marshals 
were unable to find her. Neighbors 
reported that an automobile had 
left the Clark home in Minneapolis 
late Sunday night. 

The car with the bodies in it was 
found parked near the Scott and 
Dakota Counties line, about 15 
miles south of St. Paul, by Christ 
Laursen, farmer. He said he first 
saw the car Wednesday noon, but 
paid no attention to it. When he 
saw it in the same place yesterday, 
he investigated. Laursen notified 
Leon Page, Prior Lake Marshal, 
who, with Dr. F. H. Perrin of Prior 
Lake, investigated. 

During the trial of W. B. Foshay, 
H. H. Henley and five associates on 
mail fraud charges growing out of 
the collapse of the Foshay utility 
and other enterprises in 1929, Mrs. 
Clark, as a juror, held out for ac- 
quittal for nearly a week. The 11 
men jurors favored conviction. The 
jury finally was discharged with- 
out reaching an agreement. 

Soon afterward the Government 
charged that Mrs. Clark had failed 
to tell that she once worked for a 
Foshay firm and that her husband 
had had business dealings with the 
firm, 

Two Federal Judges found her 
guilty of contempt and sentenced 
her to six months in jail and fined 
her $1000. She appealed. The 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals upheld the conviction but 
ruled that either a jail sentence or 
fine could be imposed, but not both. 
The United States Supreme Court 
upheld this view. 

Last Friday two Judges sentenced 
Mrs. Clark to six months in jail. 

Foshay and Henley subsequently 
were convictei and have appealed. 
The five others, pleading guilty or 
nolo contendere, were put on pio- 
bation.

Mr. President—It has been my de- 
sire to make a somewhat complete 
exposition of the pending bill in or 
der that I may indicate to the Sen- 
ate and to the country precisely 


why I feel compelled to vote against 
it. I find myself physically unable 
to do that, however, but I cannot 
refrain from briefly indicating my 
objection to the measure. 

The newspapers of yesterday and 
today have stated that the senior 
Senator from Virginia has created 
a sensation by disagreeing with the 
President. The implication is, of 
course, that an:’ Senator who now 
preserves his intellectual integrity 
and consistently maintains the 
views which he has privately and 
pu Nicly expressed for many years 
is creating a sensation. I have not 
deserted my party. I wrote with my 
own hand that provision of the na- 
tional Democratic platform which 
declared for a sound currency to be 
preserved at all hazards. 


His One Campaign Speech. 

I was unable, because of illness, 
to make more than one speech dur- 
ing the entire presidential cam- 
paign. And in that one speech, 
with all the righteous indignation 
that I could summon, and in terms 
perhaps of some bitterness, I re- 
proached the then President of the 
United States and Secretary of the 
Treasury for saying that this coun- 
try was within two weeks of going 
off the gold standard. The reaction 
to that speech, and I do not say it 
in any boastful way, was that I 
now have bound in excess of 5000 
telegrams and letters from people, 
mostly strangers to me, commend- 
ing that utterance. 

The first telegram in the first 
bound volume is one from Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, now President of the 
United States, who said the speech 
was to him an inspiration. In his 
public utterances at Brooklyn and 
at other places he textually com- 
mended that part of the speech 
which so bitterly criticised his po- 
litical adversary and competitor for 
suggesting that this country was in 
imminent danger of going off the 
gold standard. 

This simple recital will indicate 
that I -have not deserted anybody 
or any party in opposing the bill.

VOTE ON INFLATION 
RIDER COMES NEXT 


Robinson of Arkansas Says

WASHINGTON, April 28.—The 
last-minute attempt to tack a cash 
bonus amendment to the currency 
inflation measure in the Senate was 
buried under an avalanche of votes 
this afternoon. The proposal, spon- 
sored by Senators Arthur Robinson 
of Indiana and Huey Long, author- 
izing the President to order the 
printing of $2,225,000,000 in Treas- 
ury notes to be paid World War 
veterans, was rejected by a vote of 
60 to 28. 

Senators Clark and Patterson of 
Missouri both voted against it, 
Clark closing the debate with a 
ringing condemnation of the 
amendment. 

Leaders expected that the infla- 
tion measure—which is in the form 
of a rider to the farm bill—would 
pass the Senate today. 

The Senate adopted an amend- 
ment to the administration's infla- 
tion plan raising from $100,000,000 
to $200,000,000 the amount of silver 
that could be accepted by the 
United States as part payment on 
war debts. The amendment, intro- 
duced by Senator Hayden (Dem.), 
Arizona, was adopted without « 
record vote. : 

It had the approval of the admin- 
istration. Later the Senate voted 
to reconsider the vote. ' 

The amendment .would permit 
payment. of war debts during the 
next six months in silver, which 
would be received at the value of 
50 cents an ounce. With silver at 
its present market price of about 
36 cents, this would make a con- 
siderable mark-down in the pay- 
ments.

@vas receiving $85,416 a year in the 
capacities in which he will now be 
paid $40,000. These capacities are 
as president of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad Co., the New Orleans, Tex- 
as & Mexico Railway and the In- 
ternational Great Northern Rail- 
way, the group comprising the Mis- 
gouri Pacific system. 

Baldwin receives additional com- 
pensation, however, as an officer of 
other affiliated transportation cor- 
porations, making his annual com- 
pensation, before the reduction, to 
something over $100,000 a year. As 
chairman of the board of the Den- 
ver & Rio Grande Railway he re- 
ceives $12,750 a year and as presi- 
dent ot the Missouri Pacific Trans- 
portation Co. (bus lines) $6000. 
These salaries are not affected by 
the court’s order, as the corpora- 
tions are not parties to the bank- 
ruptcy action. 


New Pay Effective April 1. 

The new salaries are effective as 
of April 1. Where they apply to 
executives giving services to ail 
three of the railroads they gre to be 
the full compensation from the 
three roads and are to be prorated 
as follows: Missouri Pacific Rail- 
way Co., 80 per cent; New Orleans, 
Texas & Mexico, 12 per cent; Inter- 
national Great Northern, eight per 
cent. 

The order provides that nv sal- 
aries are to be paid to O. P. Van 
Sweringen, chairman of the board, 
or to A. H. Sanford, vice-president. 
They were not salaried executives 
of the Missouri Pacific Lines. 

Efforts were made to have Judge 
Faris keep the salary reduction or- 
der from becoming public.

Charles M. Hay Gives Opinion 
on Act Which Eliminates | 


Penalties. 
— 


A law passed by th recent Legis- 
lature, permitting payment of al) / 
delinquent taxes without penalty 
up to next June 30, applies to St. 
Louis, it is held in an opinion fur- 
nished Comptroller Nolte by Charles 
M. Hay, who will become City 
Counselor next Monday. This law 
is known as Senate bill No. 80. 

Hay held that two laws passed 
previously, Senate bills Nos. 110 and 
115, which were intended to apply 
only to city and school taxes in St. 
Louis, should not. apply. While No. 
it must be concluded that they were 
repealed by implication because of 
conflicting provisions, Hay said. No. 
80 is State-wide in application and 
covers State as well as local taxes, 
on both real estate and personal 
property. 

No. 80 is the latest expression of 
the Legislature, Hay pointed out. 
He explained his opinion was based 
partly on the fact that this law was 
remedial in nature, designed to help 
relieve he tax burden. 

Charlies J. Dolan, retiring special 
tax attorney for the city, had given 
an opinion recently that Nos. 110 
and 115, but not No. 80, applied to 
St. Louis. No. 110 provided that St. 
Louis taxes delinquent for 1931 and 
prior years could he paid for their 
face plus 6 per cent annual interest 
—a considerable reduction from the 
penalty which has been in effect. 
No. 115 provided that delinquent St. 
Louis taxes for all years could be 
paid in whole or in installments of 
at least one-fourth, with interest at 
23 of 1 per cent a month. 

Under No. 80 there would be re- 
duced penalties for payment of de- 
linquent taxes between next July 
1 and Dec. 31, the intention being 
to encourage payment of delinquent 
accounts. Payments between July 
1 and Aug. 31 would be charged 25 
per cent of the regular penalties, 
those between Sept. 1 and Oct. 31 
would be charged 50 per cent and 
those between Nov. 1 and Dec. 31 
would be charged 75 per cent. 

Collector Koeln expressed doubt 


his office until the end of this year, 
under the provisions of No. 80. The 
expense of the office is met by com- 
missions on collections and penal- 
ties on deiinquent bills. It will be 
about November before he can re- 
ceive income this year on current 
tax bills. Remission of the penal- 
ties on delinquent bills would de- 
prive him of current income, There 
is a further complication in his ef- 
forts to plan ahead in that he can- 
not accurately estimate what the 
income will be. 

Koeln expressed doubt that he 
could borrow from the banks to 
meet his needs, under the circum- 
stances. He does not care to guar- 
antee salaries of his employes and 
other expenses himself. A court 
decision may be necessary to ciari- 
fy the situation, Koeln said. 

Last year, Koeln’s commission on 
current tax collections was $114,

LE MARS, Ia., April 28.—Judge 
Charlies C. Bradley, 60-year-old dean 
of his judicial district, who has 
gerved for 15 years in one court, 
was seized by 100 angry farmers 
yesterday after they had failed in 
an effort to force him to take an 
oath that he would not sign any 
more foreclosure decrees. He was 
slapped, smeared with grease and 


dirt and choked. 

The Judge was said to be recov- 
ering from the effects of his experi- 
ence today. ‘ 

Governor Orders Out Troops. 


Gov. Clyde Herring today mus- 
tered a battalion of the Iowa Na- 
tional Guard for service at Le 
Mars. The Governor acted in re- 
sponse to a request from Sheriff 
Ralph Rippey of Plymouth County 
He immediately issued instructions 
and Adjutant-General Charles H. 
Gradhl ordered out the Third Bat- 
talion of the 133d Infantry at Sioux 
City. 

Gov. Herring said: “We simply 
can’t permit such things to go on. 
I doubt that actual farmers were 
the instigators or leaders of the 
Thursday night incident, but, re- 
gardiess of who they were, we have 
decided to send troops into the vi- 
cinity immediately.” 

The attack followed almost imme- 
diately after the Judge had refused 
the farmers demand. He was 
dragged from the bench and taken 
to the courthouse lawn, pushed 
into a truck and hauled away to a 
crossroad about a mile away. 

Ordered to Pray for Farmers. 

There the farmers put a rope 
around his neck and renewed their 
demand for an oath. When the 
Judge did not reply, one of the 
farmers jerked the rope until the 
Judge choked and fell. On his 
knees the Judge was ordered to 
pray—‘“for the farmers.” 

He complied and offered a short 
prayer in which he said: “I will do 
the fair thing to all men to the 
best of my knowledze.” 

As he prayed a farmer set a hub 
cap from nearby truck on his 
head and grease and oil trickled 
down the Judge’s face. Then the 
farmers threw dirt at him and it 
stuck in the grease and oil. 

The crowd ordered the Judge to 
take off his trousers which they 
packed with dirt and grease. He 
was left trouserless in the road. 

A minister’s son came along in 
an automobile and brought Judge 
Bradley back to the courthouse. He 
asked to be alone and a short whilé 
later went to his home. He said he 
was “not hurt.” 

Governor Comments. 

Gov. Herring without specifying 
any individuals by name comment- 
ed on peace officers “without 
nerve to enforce the law” and ad- 
ded: “We will do whatever is 
necessary to enforce law and or- 
der when an appeal is made by 
the Sheriff. Our duty is to await 
an appeal.” 

Park A. Findlay, head of the 
State bureau of criminal investi- 
gation, said that “apparently local 
law enforcement agencies have 
fallen down” but he did not indi- 
cate what, if any, action was con« 
templated. 


Farmers Clash With Deputies in 
g to Stop Sale. 
By the Associated Press. 

PRIMGHAR, Ia., April 28.—Sev- 
eral hundred farmers clashed with 
deputy sheriffs in the O’Brien Coun- 
ty Court-house yesterday, but failed 
to stop a Sheriff's sale of a farm. 

Held back by deputies while the 
sale was completed under the direc- 
tion of Sheriff Bd Leemkuil, the 
crowd entered the Court-house in 
an attempt to seize O. H. Montzhei- 
mer, attorney for the interests hold- 
ing the mortgage on the fafm. 

The deputies were equipped with 
tear bombs and machine guns, bu‘ 
did not use them. 
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here, not a dollar of which jt re- 
quired in its business. 

It did that in a financial adven- 
ture tipon the principle of the in- 
sane Goldsborough bill, which as- 
sumed that by an inflation of the 
currency the commodity, prices of 
this country would be increased.

States bonds to its portfdiios. 

What does that mean to the busi- 
ness interests of the country? It 
means that just in that measure 
the Federal Reserve Banks of the 
United States will be unable to ac- 
commodate their member banks 
and just in that measure their 
member banks will be unable to 
accommodate trade. 

What It Means. 


That is what it means. It does 
not mean inflation; it means defla- 
tion, and till that was accomplished 
in that transaction, I may say to 
the limited credit of the Federal 
Reserve Board and banks, was to 
release nearly $2,000,000,000 of re 
serve indebtedness of from member 
banks to the Federal Reserve 
Banks with thé vain idéa that the 
Federal Reserve Banks thereupon 
would release credits to business, 
which they did not do and they are 
not doing, and there is nothing in 
this bill that compels them to do 
it, and there is nothing in any law 
that can compel member banks to 
loan the deposits of their depositors 
to anybody for any purpose. 

I think the first section of the 
bill is vicious. The authors and pro- 
ponents of it thought it was in- 
effective. They did not dare make 
it imperative, because it would have 
been confiscation and unconstitu- 
tional. 


They made it permissive; and the 
distinguished Senator form Idaho 
(Borah) thinks that that does not 
mean impairment. If he could 
know, as I know, the influences at 
work that have applied themselves 
to the activities of the Federal Re- 
serve Board afid banks, he would 
know that it meatis three billions of 
dollars more of the United States 
securities in the portfolios of the 
Federal Reserve banks and an al- 
most literal wiping out of the facil- 
ities of those institutions to ac- 
commodate trade. 

Least Objectional Part. 


Very likely I shall surprise some 
of my colleagues by the statement 
that the least objectionable feature 
of the bill is the so-called greén- 
back feature. It is the most defen- 
sible feature of the bill. It is, per- 
haps, the only feature of the bill 
that will get any so-calléd money 
in circulation above that now in 
circulation. 


It means simply to transform 
time obligations of the United 
States, bearing interest, into de 
mand obligations 
States, and those who hold to the 
gold Standard have said to you that 
it would Wipe out every dollar of 
the reserve gold in the United 
States Treasury overpight—and it 
would if people would demand re- 
demption. 

But experience over a long period 
of years has determined that even 
less than 4 per cent is required to 
meet the redemption demands in 
ordinary times, lest people shoould 
be unpatriotic enough to raid their 
own Treasury; and this feature of 
the bill provides a 4 per cent re- 
demption fund for the retirement 
of those greenbacks. 

While I do not advocate that sec- 
tion of the bill, I again say it is 
the most defensible provision of the 
bill. I do not advocate it primart- 
ly because the Fedéral Reserve 
System is now, with its gold re- 
sérve, prepared to expand to the 
extent of $1,000,000,000 more than 
the proposed $3,000,000,000 of green- 
backs and because businéss is not 
being transacted they do not éx- 
pand and because confidence has 
not yet been restored they do not 
expand; and are we here doing 
anything to restore confidence? 

“We Are Credit.” 

Why, we have literally destroyed 
the mortgage bond market of this 
country. The Federal Land Banks, 
with all the millions of assistance 
the Government has given them, 
cannot sell their tax-exempt bonds 
today—not to save their life: There 
is no market for tem. We have de- 
stroyed the mortgage bond market. 

We are proceeding upon the as- 
sumption that nobody hereafter wil) 
desire credit; that farmers here- 
—* will not want credit or need 

because we are destroying credit

To me the stggestion that we may 
devalue the gold dollar 50 per cent 
means national repudiation. To me 
it means dishonor. In my concep- 
tion of it, it is immoral. 

No Need of Gold Embargo. 

All the legalistic arguments which 
the lawyérs of the Senate, men of 
eminent ability and refinement, 
may make here, or have made here, 
have not dislodged from my mind 
the irrevocable conviction that it is 
immoral and that ’‘ means not only 
a contravention of my party’s plat- 
form in that respect, but of the 
promises of party spokesmen dur 
ing the canipaign. 

Mr. President, there was néver 
any necessity for a gold embargo. 
There is no necessity for making 
statutory criminals of citizens of 
the United States who may please 
to take their property in the shape 
of gold or currency out of banks 
and use it for their own purposés 
as they may please. 

As I remarked to the Senator 
from Pennsylvania the other day, 
we have gone beyond the cruel ex- 
tremities of the French, and they. 
made it a capital crime, punishable 
at the guillotine, for any tradesman 
or individual citizen of the realm 
to discriminate in favor of gold and 
against their printing press cur- 
rency. We have gone béyond that: 
We have said that no man may 
have his gold, under penalty of 10 
years in the penitentiary or $10,000 
fine. ‘ 

An expansion of the currency? 
Federal Reserve notes outstanding 
today exceed by nearly $3,000,000,- 
000 the outstanding reserve notes 
in 1929, in those days of prosper- 
ity on paper, prosperity in the or- 
gies of the stock gamblers who 
have ruined this country. Yet we 
have not been willing to pass a 
bank bill in the Congress of the 
United States designed and ef- 
fectively framed to avert a répeti- 
tion of that sort of thing. If there 
were neéd to go off the gold stand- 
ard, very well, I would say let us 
go off the gold standard; but there 
has beén no need for that. If there 
were need for currency expansion, 
I would say let us expand, though 
I fail to comprehend how much 
better off one is with $2 which will 
purchase no more than the $1 
which he had yesterday. 

In Face of Experience. 

The history of inflation has been 

recited. Bacon, the wisest philoé- 
opher since Christ, the author of 
the inductive system, from whith 
we have drawn all of our invén- 
tion’, valued experience. Edmund 
Burke, the greatest rhetorician of 
all times, was logician enough to 
magnify expérience. Patrick Henry, 
the great advocate of human lib- 
erty, said that his feet were lighted 
by the lamp of experience. Yet 
here today we are flying right in 
the face of human experience, re- 
jecting it all. 
My colleagues talk about serving 
the public. What public? The men 
who work for a wage, the neediest 
of all classes. of the public; the 
clerks ahd the stenographers and 
the professional mén, constituting, 
in thé aggregate half, yea, mofe 
than half, of our laboring poptla- 
tion, will be the people to suffer 
under this tinbridled expahsion. 
That is what it is, be¢ause the rein 
is so loose that the stéed will never 
stop until he goes over the pfréci- 
pice and kill his rider at the bot- 
tom thereof. 

Mr. President, I find that I must 
desist. I regret to disagree with 
my colleagues. It is painful to dis- 
agree with thé occupant of thé 
White House,whomI love and re- 
spect, arid Who has exhibited un- 
paralleled cotifage in trying to 
bring the government within its 
budgetary requirements. But 
whether it be a commonplace or 
whether it bé sénsation,; I am one 
Democrat who.is going to vote 
against this inflation amendment, 
if every one of the 95 other Sena- 
otrs vote for it. I may have regret, 
but shall never make apologies for

TO BE SOLD AT NIAGARA FALLS 


State Commission Controlling Res- 
ervation So Rules “for Decency 
and Propriety.” 

NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., April 
28.—Beer drinking is considered 
not in keeping with the “dignity of 
the fifth wonder of the world,” and 
beer will not be sold on the Ni- 
agara Falls Reservation, the State 
Commission controlling the falls 
and the parks on the American side. 
decided yesterday at Albany. 

“It would be against the dignity 
of the fifth wonder of the world 
to have beer sold and consumed 
near the falls,” said Judge Alphon- 
so T. Clearwater, chairman. “For 
decency and propriety, I think it 
would be unbecoming for us to al- 
low the sale of beer, and I am not 
= prohibitionist either.” 

The commission has jurisdiction 
over Prospect Point and the’ park 
strétching back from the brink and 
the Niagara River, Goat Island, 
Luna Island and the Three Sister 
Islands. 

Before prohibition beer was not 
sold on the reservation. In those 
days a hotel at Niagara Falls be- 
came famous as a temperance

FIVE-DAY BAN ~

FOR FIGHTING 

BALL PLAYERS

. NEW YORK, April 28.—President 
William Harridge of the American 
League today suspended Ben Chap- 
man, Yankee outfielder, and Earl 
Whitehill and Buddy Myer of the 
Washington Senators, for five days 
as a result of the fracas between 
the two ball clubs in Washington 
Tuesday. The players also were 
fined $100 each. 

Although several other players on 
both sides took part in the near riot 
that spread to the stands and in- 
volved a squad of plain clothes men 
after Chapman and Myer collided 
at second base, Harridge said that 
only the three had been sufficient- 
ly guilty of rowdyism to warrant 
punishment. — 

The suspensions revert to Tues- 
day and will/end Monday, leaving 
the three players eligible to. return 
to the game then. The fines, Har- 
ridge said, must be paid by the 
players and cannot be taken care 
or by the club. 

“I have notified all the American 
League managers,” Harridge said, 
“that there must be no continua- 
tion of feuds and rowdiness and 
that: further outbreaks will be pun- 
ished far more drastically.” 

Harridge reached his decision, 
considered: mild by baseball men, 
after coming here from Chicago to 
make a personal .investigation’ of 
the affair. After interviewing both 
umpires at the game, Harry Geisel 
and George Moriarty, as well as all 
the- combatants, Harridge said lhe 
found that Myer had been guilty 
of kicking Chapman as the Yankee 
outfielder tore into second base. 

“If, there had been any other exit 
for Chapman than through the 
Washington dugout after he was 
expelled from the game there prob- 
ably would have been no further 
trouble,” Harridge said.

Assembly. 

The Senate passed and sent * 
Qev. Horner for his signature, 
House bill designed to force — 
quent tax collections in Chicago and 
thereby break a tax strike which 
has been regarded as one of the 
main stumbling blocks in the city’s 
road back to financial stability. The 
measure, known as the Skarga bill, 
gives the Cook County treasurer the 
authority to appoint receivers for 
properties on which taxes are de- 
linquent, and to collect incomes 
therefrom. 

It was championed by Mayor Hid- 
ward J. Kelly of Chicago, who was 
present when the Upper House 
passed it by a vote of 44 to two. The 
Cook County treasurer, Joseph Mc- 
Donough, also in the Senate at the 
time, said he would put its provi- 
gions into effect next Monday. The 
measure’s approval by the Governor 
today was regarded as certain. 

Although he issued no statement 
the Mayor had prevously indicated 
his belief that the bill would do 
much to put Chicago back on its 
feét financially. An opposite view, 
however, was taken by State Sena- 
tor Earl Searcy of Springfield.

Authoritative non-Japanese sources 
here interpret this bickering as a 
phase of what probably will be a 
protracted campaign calculated to 
depress Russia’s price for surren- 
der of the Soviet rights to the Chi- 
nese Eastern to the point where 
Japan or Manchukuo will be will- 
ing to buy or trade. 

A War Office spokesman said: 


“Nothing serious is going to devel-} 


op from the present tension.” — 

He expressed the opinion that So- 
viet Russia is unprepared to at- 
tempt to oppose by force Manchu- 
kuo’s hectoring as it did that of 
Marshal Chang Hsiao-Liang, the 
former Chinese war lord of Man- 
churia, in 1929. Meanwhile, he add- 
ed, Japan has no intention of using 
its army to back up Manchukuo, at 
least in the present phase of the 
dispute. 

Troop Not Concentrated. 

An Associated Pres check-up in 
Tokio, Changchun and Harbin 
showed that reports of Japanese 
troop concentrations on the Man- 
churian frontier were baseless. The 


Tokio War Office asserted it was 
ignorant of any hostile Soviet dis- 
position on the Siberian side of the 
border. 

It was pointed out that three 
brigades, normally a part of the 
Japanese garrisons of North Man- 
churia, went south in January and 
February to participate in the 
Jehol campaign and still are in the 
great wall of China district. There 
were no signs pointing to their 
early return. northward. 

No Japanese troops are stationed 
at present at Manchuli, the west- 
ern extremity of the Chinese East- 
ern Railway on the Soviet border. 
One calvary squadron recently was 
withdrawn from there to Hailar, 
leaving Manchukuo’s Mongol levies 
to patrol the border. 

The Japanese command is ad- 
mittedly anxious for the return of 
the brigades under Major Generals 
Kaoru Nakamura and Heijiro Hat- 
tori shortly to the railway zone, 
not because of a Soviet menace but 
because they are needed to cope 
with a revival of banditry already 
evident and expected to intensify 
when the growing crops in June 
provide new cover for marauders. 
These troops now are engaged in 
a campaign against the Chinese 
south of Shanhaikwan and Leng- 
kow in the great wall af China.” 


Hopes to Lower Price. 


Japanese officials informally ad- 
mitted Soviet Russia’s half share 
in the Chinese Eastern in the pres-| 
ence of thousands of Soviet citizens 
in North Manchuria. This action 
now presents an unwelcome obsta- 
cle to Japanese plans for the de- 
velopment and exploitation of 
Manchuria. Japanese are confident, 
however, that the elimination of 
this obstacle will be accomplished 
peaceably. 

The Soviet Government admitted- 
ly is willing to sell and although 
Tokio officials publicly declarea 
Japan is not interested in purchas- 
ing the railroad they privately ad- 
mitted it will be ready to buy when 
the price is right. Japan is willing 
to wait, confident it holds the up- 
per hand and is able to direct de- 
velopments calculated to steadily 
depress the seller’s quotations. 

Thus far the prospective seller 
and buyer are hundreds of millions 
of yen apart in price. Russia’s re- 
ported offers range from the orixy- 
inal cost of construction, 400,000,000 
gold rubles (the gold ruble was 
worth about 50 cents) to 100,000,000 
yen. (The yen is nominally equiva- 
lent to 23 cents). Japanese offi- 
cials call both fantastic prices for 
a railroad whose strategic value to 
Russia already is destroyed as a 
result of Japan’s conquest of North 
Manchuria and whose economic 
worth is steadily dwindling. 

Among the factors on which Ja- 
pan is counting to depress the price, 
foremost is the construction of 
new railways paralleling the com- 
mercially strong line of the Chinese 
Eastern. The Tunhuatumen line, 
recently completed, is the first and 
most vital part of this parallel sys- 
tem. : 

Another Line Being Built.

BERKELEY, Cal.—That window- 
fighting robin in Kansas City and 
bis three cousins up in Portland, 
Ore., got that way “because they 


have very little cerebral cortex.” 

But even the Kansas City robin 
and the three Portlanders, report- 
ed as returning day after day tothe 
same Windows to do battle with 
their mirrored reflections, are only 
pikers. 

The University of California here 
has a brown towhee, a member of 
the sparrow family, that has beeh 
shadow boxing its reflection in a 
window of the University Life Sci- 
ences Building for two seasons.

Dr. W. E. Ritter, professor emer- 
itus of zoology at the university, in 
a lecture recently explained that 
birds have very little cerebral cor- 
tex, or frontal lobar development. 

“Unlike higher mammals or hu- 
mans,” he said, “that possess more 
advanced brain structure, birds are 
unable to reason, discriminate or

NEW YORK, April 28.— When 
is a contract not a contract? This 
is the question that holders of 
“gold bonds” ostensibly payable in 
gold, are asking,.now that it is 
illegal, under presidential proclia- 
mation, to pay put the yellow metal. 
More than $70,000,000,000 gold 
bonds are outstanding at present in 
the United States, according to re- 
liable estimates in Wall street. This 
total includes more than $11,000,000,- 
000 of railroad and utility liens, 
some $30,000,000,000 of corporate 
bonds, and an equal amount of Gov- 
ernment and municipal loans. 

Under the terms of the indenture 
of each of these bonds, principal 
and interest of the lien is payable 
in United States gold coin of the 
standard of weight fineness exist- 
ing as of the date of the issue. 

While this “gold clause” has here- 
tofore been of only academic impor- 
tance, it now is the cause of wide 
discussion and no little worry in in- 
ternational banking and legal quar- 
ters here. Reduced to its compo- 
nent parts, the problem creates an 
interesting study in human psy- 
chology and legal rights which 
come in conflict with political com- 
plications in a time of national 
emergency. 

Never Was Enough Gold. 

Theoretically, of course, the bond 
buyer had no more interest in the 
gold clause when ditions were 
normal, than he had in withdraw- 
ing his bank deposits. With the 
United States gold stock never ex- 
ceeding $5,000,000,000, it was obvi- 
ously impossible to expect that all 
the gold bonds, or even a small part 
of them, could be paid in gold at 
the same time. 

While no test case is yet in the 
offing here, Wall street fully ex- 
pects such a development. As out- 
lined by the legal fraternity this 
would entail a suit by a gold bond- 
holder who objected to being paid 
in paper dollars rather than gold 
on the ground that he _ suffered 
damages. It is expected here that 
such a case would be carried up to 
the Supreme Court for final re- 
view.

In international banking quar- 
ters here stress is being placed on 
a ent decision of England’s High 
Court of Justice, which covers pre- 
cisely the same situation. A Bel- 
gian electric company which in 1928 
issued in England a loan of 500,- 
000 pounds payable in gold coin of 
the United Kingdom was sued by a 
British holder of one of its bonds 
when the company tendered depre- 
ciated pounds in payment. The de- 
cision of Justice Farwell outlined a 
procedure which would seem plaus- 
ible here under the same circum- 
stances, it is contended. However, 
in England, there is no United 
States Constitution with its guar- 
antee of the right to contract, and 
no Dartmouth College decision of 
a Supreme Court upholding the in- 
violability of that right. 

The English jurist said in part: 

‘ “No doubt the parties to this con- 
tract contemplated, and it may be 
desired to obtair payment in one 
particular wa, but the contract, 
in my judgment, is a simple con- 
tract to secure payment of a sum 
of money, and if the defendants 
tendered the stm of money in ques- 
tion in whatever might happen to 
be legal tender at the date the pay- 
ment was due, they have discharged 
their obligation, and they could not 
subsequently be successfully sued 
in a court of law.

“A week ago, we 
might very well have wondered 
whether the world economic confer- 
ence could meet at all and in the 
event of its meeting, at what date 
it would meet. “Now we know for 
certain that it is to begin its work 
on the 12th of June. 

“Within a few hours the invita- 
tions will be issued and on certain 
points we have already brought our 
views much nearer to each other;

Chairman Connery Makes: 
This Statement After Rep- 
resentative of New York 
Printers Is Heard. 

By the Associated Press. | 
WASHINGTON, April 28.—A pre- 

diction that the 30-hour work week 

bill when reported to the House 
would include newspapers and pe- 
riodicais was made by Chairman 

Connery today in the Labor Com- 

mittee’s hearings on the measure. 

He made this statement after 
Edward F. Cassidge, representing 
the New York Typographical Union 
and its 11,000 printers, had demand- 
ed that newspapers and periodicals 
be included among articles that 
would be barred from interstate 
commerce unless their workers 
were on a six-hour day, five-day 
week basis. : 

“We whole-heartedly indorse the 
30-hour bill as the only method that 
can preserve the country from pos- 
sible serious disorder in the future.” 
Cassidge test**ied, “but it should in- 
clude newspapers and periodicals.” 

“If my memory serves me right,” 
Connery interposed, “this commit- 
tee unanimously has voted that they 
should not be exempted and I see 
no reason why we should have 
changed our minds. If I’m wrong, 
I hope some member will correct 
me.” 

Nobody did. 

Connery said the committee by 
‘next Friday or. before” will begin 
considering in executive session 
what to do with the Perkins plan 
for Federal control of production, 
wages and hours of work. 

“The committee will adjourn its 
hearings .on this bill today until 
Monday,” said Connery, “and will 
finish them by next Friday or be- 
fore so we can take action on it as 
speedily as possible.” 

Connery said he would insist the 
30-hour work week apply to im- 
ports as weil as domestic products, 
and that he would seek to make it 
apply to domestic manufactures 
which are sold within the states of 
origin. The bill now covers only 
those moving in interstate com- 
merce. 

Representative Hartley (Rep.) 
New Jersey, said the committee 
would obtain this objective through 
the raw materials shipped to such 
factories across state lines. 

This amendment, it was indicated, 
would be drafted so as to bar or 
heavily tax raw materials shipped 
across state lines to manufacturers

TRADE PACTS WIT 
THREE COUNTRES 


Treaty With Germany 
Grants Tariff Changes in 
Return for Doubling En- 
glish Coal Quotas. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, April 28.—Trade agree- 
ments with Denmark, Argentina 
and Germany are announced by the 
British Government to enlarge 
Great Britain’s foreign markets. 
Walter Runciman, president of 
the Board of Trade, and Julio A. 
Roca, Vice-President of Argentina 
and head of a commercial delega- 
tion to Europe, have initialed a 
commercial pact in which “all 
points of principle” were agreed 
on. 

Subsequent negotiations in Bue- 
nos Aires will dea] with tariffs, but 
authentic reports say the under- 
standing involves a loan by British 
financial houses aggregating $38,- 
000,000 to run for 20 years. 

Under the Anglo-German recip- 
rocal trade and tariff concessions, 
the United Kingdom grants tariff 
changes in a limited field in return 
for the doubling of quotas for Brit- 
ish coal exports to Germany. 

The Danish market for British 
industrial products will be increased 
by the Anglo-Danish agreement in 
return for larger quotas for Dan- 
ish agricutlural products in Great 
Britain. 

(Both chambers of the Danish 
Parliament ratified the treaty yes- 
terday.) 

Runciman gave no details about 
the arrangements with Argentina 
except to say that the “cotton tex- 
tile industry has been considered in 
this case.” 

It is understood that Great Brit- 
ain will take as much of the foreign 
exchange from Argentina as is ac- 
tually earned—meaning that Ar- 
gentine markets would be left on 
the old competitive basis for the 
present.

Fears Inflation Bill. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
FRHAPS it is too soon to attempt to 
stem the tide of erithusiasm which is 
now sweeping ovér the country, yet there 
are carted facts which are not to be 
overlookéd, éven in our presént distress. 
Old men will recall thé agitation for 
“fiat money” afte? the crisis of 1873; the 
effort of Bryan and his followers to re- 
store “God’s own ratio” of 16 to 1 by 


the free coinage of silver after thé crisis 


of 1893; the “assets currency” to keep 
pace with the demands of business and 
prevent crises, promiséd by the promoters 
of the reservé banking law. And even 
the young can fecall the fate of the land 
banks, the Farm Board and the Recon- 
struction Financé Corporation, after the 
crisis of 1929. 

That wé became prosperous notwith- 
standing the rejection of fiat money and 
free coinage by the people; that the re- 
serve banks did not prevent the crises of 
1920 arid 1929; that the Farm Board did 
not rescué the farmérs, nor the Recon- 
striction Finance Corporation prevent 
the failure of thousands of banks and 
many railroads, we now know. Yet to- 
day we hail with enthusiasm a wilder 
expedient than any of these blunders of 
the past. 

The bill now pending before Congress 
and suggested by the President not only 
transfers to the executive responsibilities 
vested by the Constitution in Congress, 
but gives the President power to attempt 
to do what Congress cannot do, namely, 
to regulate not only the “value” of money 
but of commodities. No tyrant of history 
has ever been able to perform such a 
task, although many have tried. 

Is it not high time that we who have 
been free, self-supporting and self-re- 
‘specting citizens should pause and refléct 


before we surrender our liberties and re- 


sponsibilities to any man, however will- 
‘ing he may be to accept such unfettered 
power?

tuations. The pricés of a féw internationally traded 
Gorhineditiés, such as wheat, cotton, silver and silk, 
jumped with the rise in the price of foreign ex 
cliatige, and the ever-séerisitive stotk market respond- 
ed, bit there Was no, clidnge in the great body ot 
commodity prices. : 
What the future of the dollar will be, no one can 
foresee with certainty, but the relation betweén ex- 
change ratés and the domestic price situation seems 
clear. Exchange rates between countries are closely 
tied up with their internal price levels. As long as 
price rélationships remain unchanged, exchdnge rates, 
even with the gold standafd suspended, vary lit- 
tle excépt under the temporary influénce of spéecula- 
tive operations. The expectation that a price increase 
will take place in the United States is largely re 
sponsible for the discotint on the dollar. Providing 
there is no increase in general prices here, there is no 
reason that the dollar will dépreciate further on the 
exchangés, or will éver remain as low as it now is. 
However, we cannot escape the fact that even a 
moderate increase in Americaii prices, providing prices 
in other countriés do not risé correspondingly, is al- 
most certain to be accompanied by a further decresse 
in the value of the dollar in tetms of francs, pounds 
and other foreign currencies, That is the price we 
must pay for our new freedom in cutting the dollar 
loose from gold and trying an expetimént with oon· 
trolled inflation. Valess we assume that any dollar 
not equal in value to the old figure of 23.22 grains 
of fine gold is unsound, a moderate depreciation 
in the quotation of the dollar should not be alarm- 
ing; it is the normal thing to expect #f prices hére 
rise relative to prices abroad. Of course, the ideal 
would be to have prices in other countries, includ- 
ing those still on the gold standard, frisé along with 
pricés in thé United States, thus giving us relief 
from the present price situation without having the 
dollar depreciate in terms of gold. 

Our monetary policy should have two objectives: to 
see that domestic inflation is kept under strict con- 
trol, and at thé same time to facilitate in every way 
a rise in prices in gold standard countries. The ad- 
ventures of the dollar abroad. disclose the interna- 
tional aspect of our domestic problems. Likewise, 
the conversations with MacDonald atid Herriot in 
Washington, directed toward world co-operation on 
credit policies and efforts to raise prices, show the 
widé ramifications abroad that are necessarily linked 
with our situation at home.

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FRANCE PREPARES TO. PAY. 


It is reported from Paris that Premier Deladier is 
preparing to remit the defaulted $19,000,000 interest 
payment due the United States last Déc. 15. So ex- 
Premier Herriot, the man of hofior and good will, is 
to be vindicated in the losing fight he waged last 
winter and which cost him his official position. 
Calmer consideration has displaced “the tidal wave 
of public opinion” which, Herriot éxplained, sub- 
merged Parliament and brought the decision to de- 
fault. The French could not undérstand, he asserts 
in an “Address to Americans,” published in the Com- 
monweal, why they should bé refused the same tréat- 
ment they had been importuned to grant to their own 
debtor, Germany.

Herriot’s address ends with a fervent hope that 
America and France will come to a new understand- 
ing for world unity. He quotes Walt Whitman: 


Reconciliation, word over all, beautiful as the sky, 
It is beautiful that war and all its déeds of car- 
nage must in time be utterly lost. 


“It is for this idea that I sacrificéd my Ministry,” 
is Herriot’s simple and moving concltision.

The Open Door policy, giving all nations équal right | 


to tradé in the Orient, was first formulated by See: 
retary Hay in 1899. It has been confirmed on numer- 
us ovcasions since. Japan pledged herself to it it 
the Root-Takahira agreement of 1908 and in the Lan- 
sing-Ighii agreement of 1917: The policy was for- 
mally adopted in the Niné-Power Treaty of 1922, 
signed by all of the principal Powers intetésted in 
China, iiicluding Japan. : 

Having scrapped internatfonal treaties by invasion 
of Manchuria and having resigned from the League 
of Nations as a protest against its adoption of the 
Lytton report, it could hardly be expected that Japan 
would hold sacred her Open Door pledge. In this con- 
nection, Théodéte Roosevelt, in 1910, made the fol- 
lowing prdphetic utterance: | 

The Open Door policy in China was an excel- 
lent thitig, and I trope it will be a good thing in 
the future, so far as it can be maintained by-gen- 
érai diplomatic agreement; but, as has been 
proved by the whole history of Manchuria, alike 
under Russia and under Japan, the Open Door pol- 
icy, as a matter of fact, completely disappears as 
soon as a powerful nation determines to digre 
gard it, and is willing to run the risk of war 
rathér than forego its intention. 

Our own interésts in Manchuria at the present time 
are sinell, representing an investmént of but $12,000, 
000. The principle, however, is important. In China 
as a whole, the Open Door has been a powerful in- 
strument for peace. To make. it in Manchukuo the 
price of recognition is an unconscionable vidlation of 
the sanctity of tréaties. It shows that Japan has cut 
herself off from the world and is determined to pur- 
sue 4n untrammeled course of imperialism. 
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OUR NEW ENVOY TO CUBA. 

The ambassadorships are a rich field for patronage, 
but Mr. Roosevelt has wisely waived party politics 
in selecting the new envoy to Cuba. His nominee 
is Sumner Welles, a State Department vétéran, for- 
merly Head of the Latin American division, whom the 
President had previously named Assistant Secretary 
of Staté. Mr. Wellés has been in close totich with 
Cuban affairs. That is an essential qualification for 
an Ambassador just now, for Cuba is in critical condi- 
tion as a result of economic conditions and political 
disaffection. The series of bombings, armed oit- 
breaks and éxécutions has led to demands if this 
country for intervention, which this country may le- 
gally do under Cuba’s Constitution. It is obviously 
Mr. Roosevelt’s intention to avoid this step if possible, 
and by adjustment of the sugar tariff to better Cuba’s 
economic status. Mr. Welles will make a survey on 
his arrival in Cuba, and it is largely on his récom- 
mendations that.the administration’s Cuban policy 
will probably be based. He will bear a heavy fe- 
sponsibility, but his previous personal contacts and 
his intimate knowledge of Caribbean affairs indicate 
he will advise a judicious course. 
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MR. GREEN AGAINST THE FIELD. 

President Green of the American Federation of 
Labor has come out against the minimum wage pro- 
posal, offered as a safeguarding amendment to the 
80-hour-week bill. He fears, he says, the minimum 
scale wotld become the maximum, and would tend 
to lower living standards. In this position, Mr. Green 
takes a stand against the opinions of: 

Président Roosévelt, who indorses the plan and 
récently sent to 13 Governors a message urging their 
states to pass minimum wage laws for women and 
minors, in which he said such measures were “a great 
forward stép against lowering wages, which consti- 
tutes a serious form of unfair competition against 
other empldYers, reduces the purchasing power of the 
workers and threatens the stability of industry.” 

Secretary Perkins, who says: “It has been the ex- 
perience in states that the fixing of a bottom in the 
fall of wages has had the effect of raising the general 
level of wages, and the minimum wage has not tend- 
ed to become the maximum wage.” | 

Gov. Lehman of New York, who led the fight for 
the wage law in his State with the slogan, “No whore 
starvation wages for women and children.” 

The National Wat Labot Board, which in 1918 de- 
clared for a “living wage,” with “minimum fates 
which will insure the subsistence of the worker and 
his family in health and reasonable comfort.” . 

£x-Justice Holmes, who said the purpose of such 
laws was “to remove conditions leading to ill health, 
immorality and the deterioration of the race.” 

It should occur to Mr. Greéa that fixing a limit on 
wage reductions is far better than having no limit 
to contro} the exploiters.of labor, and that minimum 
wage laws will improve the condition of workers, 
whether men or women, organized or unorganized. 
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INDIANA SHOWS MISSOURI. 

Indiana has joined the growing number of states 
which haye overhauled their governmental structure 
in the interest of ecohdmy and éfficiency. Under the 
Indiana plan, now in operation, more than 150 béards, 
commissions and other agencies have béen colisoli- 
dated into eight departments. This has not only 
eliminated overlapping and otherwise unnecessary 
services, but has coordinated the various functions 
of governniént, so the Governor, through his depart- 
ment heads, can kéep informed as to what is going 
on and why. According to the estimate of Gov. Paul 
V. McNutt, formerly law déan at Indiana University, 
the overhauling will save Indiana taxpayers $3,000,000 
a year. Such news can only deepen the regret of 
Missourians seriously interested in the smooth tune 
tioning of state government that our own Legislature 
failed to opén the way. for governimental modernise- 
tion in Missouri. The bill to authorize a compre 
hensive survey of Missouri State Government by spe- 
Clalists in -political science would have been of in- 
finitely greater value than the several piecemeal con- 
edlidations achieved. Eventually, Missouri will do 
what Indiana and other states have done. The sorry 
thing is that wide benefits are denied us meanwhile.

The occupation of 
German territory was terminated sooner 
than the treaty required. Reparations were 
to all intents and purposes abolished. The 
principle of equality of status was at last 
recognized. All that remained of the treaty 
were thé new frontiers, and in respect to 
thém there was from all parts of the world 
increasing moral pressure for revision. 

Belief that there must be some revision of 
frontiérs before Europe could become sta- 
bilized had been accepted as the premise of 
the policy of all thé principal governments, 
excepting France and her allies. Thus the 
British Government, when at Locarno, 
guaranteed the Franco-German frontier, re- 
fused to guarantee the Polish-German fron- 
tier. The Italian Government, for reasons 
of its Gwn as well as for genéral reasons, 
Was openly in favor of territorial révision. 

Neutral opinion in Europe was virtually 
unanimous in supporting revision, Amer- 
ican opinion and American policy moved in 
the same direction, and at the time of Mr. 
Laval’s visit to Washifigton in the autumn 
of 1981, Senator Borah, then chairmai of 
the Foreign Relations Committee of the Sen- 
ate, gave an interview to the French press 
in Which he made it plain that the United 
States could not co-operate in the organiza- 
tion of péace if peace meant the tigid main- 
tenarice of the éxistiiig frotitiers. This in- 
terview was a blasine indiscretion which 
correctly revealed what the responsible 
American statesmen were then saying pri· 
vately to Mr. Laval.

The Present Basis of Peace 


But when the victorious Nazis showed their 
hand, the MacDonald-Mussolini project col- 
lapsed completely. There was a revulsion 
of feeling throughout the world which has 
obliterated the sentiment for revision. That 
sentiment had come from the liberally- 
minded men and women in all countries, 
from the arti-militarists, from those who 
vote and work for reforms which they hope 
will make the relations of men more just, 
will protect the weak, will heal the wounded 
and lift up those.who have fallen. The 
Nazis have turned thése people against 
them.

The spirit of the German Nazis ended all 

ssibility of a pacific revision of frontiers. 

hat is the fundamental fact in the present 
situation. This is the basic premise from 
which all plans for peace must now start. 
For not a voice of any conséquénce will be 
raised in any democratic country to suggest 
that peace can be advanced by placifig an- 
other human being under the heel of the 
Nazis. That being the case, there can be 
no revision of frontiers except by force, and 
therefore, the cause of peace is now identical 
with the maintenance of the status quo. 

This should be realized in thé discissions 
of disarmament. The choice has bécome 
perfectly clear, The only kind of peace now 
possible in Europe is oné whith freézes thé 
existing frontiers. 
such a peace is a genéral war. The Kind of 
peace which until recently men looked for- 
ward to, under which there was gradual re- 
vision through conciliation and moral prés- 
sure, has ceased to havé any practical méan- 
ing. To organize péace today is to utider- 
write the existing frontiérs of Europe. 

It follows that the military power of 
France, Poland and the Little Entente can- 
not be reduced except in so far as Great 


Britain and the United States provide equiv- - 


alent guaranties. This has always been the 
French thésis, It was probably a faise 
thesis in the days when the tman Re- 
public was fighting for its existence, and 
it probably played a part in destroying the 
Republic.

Alcohol in Gasoline 


From the New Republic. 


NEW scheme for farm relief has ap 

peared and ig attracting wide attention 
in the Middle West. Primarily intended for 
the growers of corn, it could also be used 
and molasses. This 
plan is to encourage production of alcohol 
from corn, or other farm products, by pass 
ing a law saying that a certain percents 
of such alcohol must be mixed into eve 
gallon of gasoline which is sold. 

The scheme is admittedly uneconomic; the 
product would cost more than straight gas- 
oline, and while it would be a little better, 
it would not be worth the difference. The 
price of corn would be raised, however, farm 
purchasing power would be restored and 
thereby 80,000,000 people, two-thirds of our 
population, would be benefited. 

Corn has recently sold as low as 10 cen 
a bushel. If even 2 per cent of corn-alcot 
weré added to gasoline, it is estimated by 
authorities quoted by Science Service that 
thé price would be raised to 50 cents a bush- 
6]. At that price, alcohol could be manufac- 
tured for 30 cents a gallon, compared with 
a cost of gasoline at the refinery of about 
5 céntés a gallon. This would mean an in 
crease in the retail price of gasoline of 
about % cent a gallon. 

Suck alcohol-gasoline would be less likely 
to knock, would require less oil, give cleaner 
burning and improve motor performance at 
low speeds. The mileage per gallon would 
be slightly lower, though with only 2 per 
cent Of alcohol added, these differences 
would be negligible. 

Seventeen foreign countries now require 
by law a proportion of-alcohol in gasoline, 
ranging from 5 to 50 per cent. These coun 
tries all import gasoline, and have acted te 
reduce imports and encourage domestic as 
rieulture, chiefly the growing of potatoes 
This argument of course does not apply to 
the United States, which exports gasoline ¢ 
& vast scale. 

If we adopted this device, it would be sol 
ly in the endeavor to redistribute income fof 
the benefit of the farmer, taxing the aute 
mobile owner and the oil industry for his 
benefit.

Mrs. Roosevelt Bars Men Just 


as Newspaper Club Bars 
Women as Guests.

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt has arranged 
the first woman’s Gridiron dinner, 
to be given here tomorrow night at 
the White House. 

The President’s wife will be 
hostess to Secretary of Labor Fran- 
ces Perkins, Minister to Denmark 
Ruth Bryan Owen, all woman 
members of Congress, woman news- 
paper correspondents and prom- 
inent woman politicians, who be- 
cause of their sex are barred from 
attendance at the exclusive Grid- 
iron Club dinner, scheduled also for 
tomorrow. 

The idea, which has been amus- 
ing Washingtonians ever since it 
was conceived by Mrs. Roosevelt, 
deftly points out the flaw in sex 
discriminations in society. 

Gridiron dinners have always 
been for the leaders of government, 
and as such were naturally stag af- 


jfairs. This year, with a woman 


member of the Cabinet and a wom- 
an minister, as well as a woman 
director of the mint, no change 
from the old rules was observed. 
The women were not invited. 

Mrs. Roosevelt therefore decided 
to give a rival dinner, inviting only 
women. The traditional rules of 
the men’s dinner will apply. Guests 
will speak, but there will be “no 
reporters present.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt often has ex- 
pressed herself in favor of com- 
plete disregarc of sex requirements 
both for public office and political 
activity. She believes in putting 
the fit person in the job.

Cullen, meat specialist of the Na- 
tional Live Stock and Meat Board 
will appear here in a pork mer 
chandising demonstration. 

This demonstration is sponsored 
by the Meat Products Merchandis- 
ing Committee of the St. Louis 
Grocery Trade Council and will be 
held in the auditorium of the Sol- 
dan High School next Monday at 
8 p. m. 

Cullen, whose work takes him 
from coast to coast in connection 
with the board’s nation-wide edu- 
cational program, conducting dem- 
onstrations before homemakers, re- 
tail meat dealers, students, teach- 
ers and other groups, stresses the 
importance of keeping pace with 
modern ideas in the field of meat 
merchandising. 


Today there are new styles inj. 


meat cuts just as there are in 
dresses, hats and motor cars. The 
modern housewife purchases 85 per 
cent of the family meat supply. 
There has never*been a time when 
she was more discriminating in her 
role as a food shopper. 
Smaller Amounts Purchased." 

“She purchases as much or more 
meat than her mother or her 
grandmother did, but purchases it 
oftener and in smaller packages in 
this age of apartments, telephones, 
smaller kitchens and smaller kitch- 
en equipment. She chooses her 
meat and other food purchases 
very carefully, looks for commodi- 
ties packed in attractive contain- 
ers or displayed in attractive form. 
These facts constitute a challenge 
to the man who merchandises 
meat. He must be alert to his op- 
portunity,” says Cullen. 

The new models in pork cuts 
which he Will feature in his 
demonstrations here, are cuts which 
have won the approval of retail 
meat dealers as well as housewives, 
hotel and restaurant men and oth- 
er groups over a wide area. 

Retailers have found that’ the 
new methods have been of practi- 
cal valué in accélerating the move- 
ment of the less-demanded pork 
cuts. Housewives have been well 
pleased with the new cuts because 
of the fact that they are inviting 
in appearance, convenient in size, 
easily carved and since they offer 
a greater variety in the menu. 

The demonstrations to be pre- 
sented here are informal and re- 
tailers will be given the opportunity 
of asking questions and discussing 
some of their problems in meat re- 
tailing.

when food supplies are low. Now, 
more than ever, “children first” 
should be the slogan where there 
is not enough food to go round. 

Cod Liver Oil Necessary. 

The child’s diet under any cir- 
cumstances, according to the child 
health specialists, must include 
milk and should include cod liver 
oil. At the very least, a pint of 
milk a day, preférably a pint and 
a half to a quart. If the child is 
jess than 2 years old, he needs two 
teaspoonfuls of cod liver oil each 
day to make sure he is protected 
against rickets. 

He needs other foods, too— 
orange juice or tomato juice and a 
vegetable or fruit every day (three 
or four if possible are advised), 
with plenty of bread and cereals. 
Next best to milk, eggs are one of 
the foods all children should have. 
In fact, eggs contain some food 
substances that milk does not con- 
tain in any appreciable quantity 
(such as iron and vitamin D), and 
therefore are an excellent supple- 
ment to milk. Meat at least twice 
a week adds to the iron and effec- 
tive protein in the child’s diet. 

Almost as important to the child 
as milk and cod liver ofl is sun- 
shine—outdoor sunshine. In sum- 
mer many children can get suun- 
shine who cannot get the best food. 
Sunshine does not take the place 
of milk or other ordinary food; but 
\ it does help the child to grow and 

develop good bones. The sunlight

Good Deserts Easily Prepared | 


by New Method of 
Freezing. 


When we were youngsters ice 
cream was the occasional treat, to 


It’s still a welcome desert, but 
served so often now that the novel- 
ty is gone. 

In families where there are re- 
frigerators, ice creams and ices are 
easy deserts because there is none 
of the old effort involved. 

Basic Recipe. 

Many varieties of ice cream are 
possible if one has a good basic 
recipe like the following, to which 
fruits and flavorings may be added 
as desired: 

Scald two cups milk in double 
boiler, add one cup sugar mixed 
with two tablespoons folur. Cook 
for about 20 minutes. Pour this 
over beaten yolks of two eggs, re- 
turn to fire and cook two minutes 
more. Add to this mixture while 
hot one teaspoon of gelatine which 
has been soaked for five minutes 
in one tablespoon cold water. 
Chill. Whip one and one-half pints 
of heavy cream until very stiff, 
then fold into cooked mixture. Add 
two teaspoons vanilla and one- 
eighth teaspoon salt. Pour into 
tray of refrigerator and“ freeze, 
stirring every 30 minutes until 
mixture will hold its shape. ’ 

To make chocolate ice cream 
melt three squares of chocolate, 
add one-fourth cup hot water slow- 
ly and stir until smooth.

_ TEHERAN, Persia, April 28.—An 


agreement. in principle has been 


reached in the Anglo-Persian oil 
dispute, it was understood today. 
The Anglo-Persian controversy 
started last November -when the 
Persian’ Governemnt canceled the 
goncession of the Anglo-Persian Oil 


Co., alleging the concession was 
granted prior to the establishment 
of a constitutional regime in Persia 
and did not sufficiently protect 
Persian interests. 

The issue was taken to the 
League of Nations by Great Britain. 


In ‘February Britain and Persia/ 
agreed to enter. into negotiations; 


for a new contract for the conces- 
sion, and the proceedings before 
the league were adjourned pending 
the outcome of those negotiations. 

The agreement provides, it was 
reported, that instead of 16 per cent 
of the profits, as at present, che 
Persian Government will receive 
four gold shillings per ton for -he 
oil extracted. 

The Anglo-Persian Oil Co. under- 
takes to extract a minimum of 5,- 


000,000 tons annually, assuring to}: 


Persia a minimu mof £1,000,000 in 
gold ($4,850,000), a year. 

The: company also assents to a 
payment of £2,000,000 in settlemant 
of the Persian Government’s claims, 
plus tax arrears for which Persia 
has been contending.

Let us now consider the bidding 

of hands which offer slam pros- 

pects. We have already done this 
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in connection with opening hands 
containing a concealed suit of five 
or more cards, Our present concern 
fs with short-suited no-trump 
hands. When neither’ hand con- 
tributes a suit of five or more cards 
to work with, one needs solidly 
massed top cards to justify a slam. 
We must treat the opening bidder’s 
problems quite differently in these 
two distinct situations: (a) Where: 
the responding hand contributes 
suit length as well as high cards;

_ To encourage a slam over this re- 
sponse, the opening bidder needs 
plenty of primary tricks.

GENERATION ago one had 
A said almost the worst that it 

was possible to say about a 
child when one called him ungrate- 
ful to his parents.
